SHOPPING around for 
your new plastic is vital to 
get the best deal. 
As a nation we're currently 
paying £9billion too much by 
not finding the cheapest deals. 
That works out at about £400 each 
on extra interest a year. 
But we should ignore warnings that 
searching for the best deal will ruin 
our credit scores. 
"It's an old wives’ tale which could 
seriously damage your wallets, limit your 
disposable income, extend the time taken

“The idea that normal levels of searching 
for the right plastic can damage your 
credit rating is simply not true;" said Barry. 
“Most people don't realise that declined 
applications aren't reported on credit 
reports at all." 

One in four of us have credit card 


applications turned down, but it's only if we 
keep applying for plastic until we get 
accepted that our credit rating can 
be affected, not whether we turned down. 

But research from moneysupermarket. 
com found that of those finally accepted 
for plastic after one or more applications, 
one in five people are likely to be offered a 
higher interest rate than the one they 
applied for. 


Risk 

To get the right card for your credit profile 
without running the risk of making lots of 
applications, moneysupermarket.com has 
launched a new martSearch tool 
which uses an Equifax rating 
scorecard to work out your credit 
profile without actually making an 
application. It then suggests which credit 
card firms are most likely to accept your 
application. 

Robert Kenley, of moneysupermarket. 
com, said: “You are steered towards cards 
for which you are most likely to be 
accepted on the first attempt.” 


WITH two thirds of us planning to 
do our Christmas shopping online, 
prepaid plastic is being touted as 
the future. 

Marketed as a secure way of 
using the internet and cutting the 
risks of fraud, the newest arrival is 
from Visa. 

Its prepaid card works by you 
loading the plastic with money —- at 
a cost of £1.40. 

You can put up to £105 on the 
card and each time you want to top 
the card up you have to pay a 
further £1.40. 

Visa says the cards stop you 
overspending. But by having the 
upfront fee you are being charged 
for putting your money on to a
